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IN THE CLAIMS 

1 .(currently amended^ A rectaBgular plastic shed assembled from prefabricated 
plastic components, said shed having side walls, end walls with upper portions which 
slope upwardly from each side wall to a central ridge, a roof support arrangement 
comprising an upper central roof support beam assembly comprising a metal beam having 
a top arid bottom supported at its ends from said end walls and spanning therebetween 
and aligned witli said central ridge, a plastic sleeve sleeved on and enclosing said metal 
beam between said end walls, said sleeve having a spa ced side walls, one of said sleeve 
side walls exlending downwardly projecting of the top of said metal beam on one side of 
said beam and central ridge, the other of said sleeve side walls extending down wardly of 
the top of said beam on the other side of said beam and central ridg;e, each of said sleeve 
walls having an integral downwardly sloping roof support shelf located below the ton of 
said beam., at e ach sid e th e r e^s^f, a side wall cap mounted on the top of each side wall and ^ 
each of said side wall cem having an upwardly and inwardly sloping roof support 
platform o pposing in slope alignment with the downwardlv projecting sleeve shelf at the 
respective adjacent side of said sleeve beam, as seyribly, an end wall a cap seated on each 
of said end wall portions which slope upwardly from each side wall to said central ridge, 
each of said end wall caps having spaced inwardly projecting flanges terminating in 
inturned loclcing fingers, a roof assembly mounted on each side of said central ridge, each 
said roof assembly being slidably interlocked with the locking fingers of the end wall 
caps at the respective side of said central ridge on which the roof assembly is m ounted, 
and being supported at the upper and lower etids respectively by the resp e ctive opp es«ng 
slope aligned roof supporting sleeve shelf and sidewall cap platform at saidrr-espee^ve the 
side of said central ridge on which the roof assembly is mounted, said beam assembly 
including a cover comiected to said sleeve and overlying said upper ends of said roof 
assemblies. 
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2. (original) A shed as claijned in Claim 1 m which the lower ends of said 

side wal Is and end walls ai'c seated in metal channels secured to a supporting base. 



3. (cunently amended) A shed as claimed in Claim 2 in which said shed side walls, 
end walls and roof assemblies arc assembled from prefabricated components which are 
assembled by being slidably interlocked together. 

4. (currently amended) A rectanguUir shed assembled from prefabricated components 
mounted on a support base, said shed comprising metal channels aiTanged into a 
rectangular formation secured to said base, said channels outlining a rectangulai* floor 
area to form the floor of said shed, a plurality of hollow interlocked upright wall 
components seated in said channels to form side walls, a rear wall, and outer sides of a 
front wall of said shed, hollow corner posts at each comer of said rectangle rectangle, 
said comer posts havmg intoilocking theans interlocking said side wall components 
respectively with said rear wall components and said front wall components, said front 
and said rear walls having upper portions which slope upwardly from each side wall to a 
central ridge, an upper central roof support beam assembly spanning between and 
supported at its respective ends by said front and rears walls, said beam assembly being in 
line with said central ridges of said front and rear walls and comprising a metal beam 
having a plastic sleeve sleeved thereon, said sleeve having at each sid e thereof s pa ced 
ho.lnvv the top th^reef a top wall and spaced side walls depending from said sleeve top 
Avail with one of said sleeve side walls extending downwardly on one side of said central 
ridge and the other of said sleeve side walls extending downwardly on the other side of 
said central ridge, each said sleeve side wall having spaced belQy /_said sleeve top wall an 
integral downwardly and outwardly projecting roof support shelf having a slope 
coixesponding to the slope of said upper portions of said front and rear walls at the 
respective side of said sl ee v e side of said central ridge on which said she lf extends, a $ide 
wall cap mounted on the top of each of said shed side walls and , each said she d side wall 
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cap having an upwardly and inwardly sloping roof support platform opposing tbe--steeve 
shelf at the respectiv e s i do of said sleeve, said support pla #etms having a slope 
corresponding to and aligned with the slope of said the sleeve sliolves shelf at the adjacent 
sleeve side , an end wail cap seated on each of said upwardly sloping portions of said front 
and rear walls, each of said end wall caps having spaced inwardly projecting flanges 
tenninating in inturncd locking fingers, a roof assembly mounted on each side of said 
central ridge, each said roof assembly being slideably interlocked with the locking fingers 
of tlie end wall caps at the r e sp e ctiv e side of said central ridge pn which the roof 
assembly is mounted and being supported at tlie upper and lower ends respectively by the 
yespeGti vc opposing aligned roof suppert sleeve support shelf and side wall cap support 
platform at $ai4^speetive tiie side of said central ridge on which the roof assembly is. 
mounted , said beam assembly incorporating a cover connected to said sleeve overlying 
said upper ends of said roof assemblies. 

5. (currently amended) A rectangular shed as claimed in Claim 4 in which said shed 
wall components comprise hollow panels having interlocking fomiations on each end 
thereof, said panels being connected together by a heHow connector member sHdeably 
interlocked with the interlocking formations of adjoining panels. 

6. (cuiTently amended) A rectangular shed as claimed in Claims 4 or 5 in which said 
side Weill caps have depending flanges embracing said shed side walls. 

7. (original) A rectangular shed as claimed in Claims 4 or 5 in which said 
front and rear wall caps have depending flanges embracing said front and rear walls 
respectively. 

8. (cuiTcntly amended) A rectangular shed as claimed in Claim 4 in which said roof 
assemblies comprise hollow panels having interlocking formations at each end thereof 
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connected together by a feottow connector member slideably interlocked with the 
interlocking formations of adjoining panels. 

9. (original) A rectangular shed as claimed in Claim 4 in which a doorway 

frame is framed between said wall components forming the outer sides of said front wall 
and a pair of doors hinged to said frame. 
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
